EXAMINER'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to sending a capacity indication value from a base station 
node to a radio network controller, including the unique step of capacity indication determination 
using the following equation 

allSF 

F= EWsfAsfCsf 

sf 
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wherein: 

F = free resources; 

W S f= a weighting factor for spreading factor sf; 

A s f^ number of connections that can be added with spreading factor sf; 

C s f = consumption for spreading factor sf according to reported consumption law. 

The closet prior art, Johansson (WO 00/49816), discloses a method for operating a radio 
access network which determines a number of connections for each of plural spreading factors 
that can be added to the base station node, and which sends to a radio network controller (RNC) 
node a capacity indication, including a capacity value based on the determined number of 
connections, wherein a number of codes to be allowed for each spreading factor. However, 
Johansson fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present 
application. This renders the claims allowable.
